The July 12. 1943 issued of "In Fact” was examined and it was 
noted that it contained an article against GEORGE Tv EGGLESTON, former 
Editor of "Scribner's Commentator" who had allegedly been hired by "Readers 
Digest"* In the article, mention was made only incidentally that the former 
"American Mercury" magazine had been turned over/tfie Fascist propaganda of 
LAWRENCE)DENNIS, HAROLD LORD VARNEI and others. 

"Who's Who in America", 1940-1941, contains the following informa¬ 
tion concerning HAROLD LORD VARNEI, iho is characterised as a writer* 

VARNEI was born at ^over, NewHampshire on July 13, 1893* He at¬ 
tended Central High Sohool in St. Louis and the University of Missouri. 
VARNEI, whose marital status was indicated as being single, was a lecturer 
from 1919 to 1920; a publicity writer for the Republican National Committee 
from 1920 to 1922; an information chief for the Federal Board of Vocational 
Education, Washington, D.C., from 1922 to 1925; and the Managing Director 
of the Italian Historical Society from 1927 to 1933. VARNEI was also Editor 
of the "Awakener" from 1933 to 1936; Associate Editor of the "American 
Mercury" from 1936 to 1938 and had been Manager of the"Pan Pacific Press" 
since 1938. 


VARNEI received the decoration of Cavaliers of the Crown of 
Italy in 1932. His home address was 5630 Pershing Avenue, St. Louis, 
Missouri and his business address was Castt and Cooke Building, Honolulu, 

T. H. 


The New York newapqpsr morgue contained an editorial from the "New 
York ’World" dated February 8, 1920. This editorial was written by HAROLD 
LORD VARNEI and reflects that VARNEI became a Socialist when attending 
law school in St. Louis. At the age of eighteen he and others started a 
newspaper known as the PSooialist Tribune." VARNEI left the Socialist 
Party and became a member of the I.W.W. rising in that organisation, in 
a period of seven years, to a position of importance, a s one of its national 
leaders. He was the writer and interpreter of the movement. Two of VARNEI'a 
books were used as text books by that organization. He was also the 
foremost lecturer for the I. W. W. 

VARNEI separated himself from the I* W. ¥. when he realized that 
it was t he uncompromising revolutionist which it claimed to be; that ite 
main object was only to destroy the A.F.L. VARNEI stated that he cams to 
realize that social progress doesn't come by revolution; that it cones only 
by work. It doesn't coos suddenly, it grows slowly and tortuously, buC 
every growth is eternal. VARNEI etatedfthe hope of the future lies in the 
unifying of men's energies into a greater and saner capitalism! it doesn't 
coma from those who preach division and who demoralize our unity in class 
hatred." 
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Die "New York Tribune" newspaper morgue contains a clipping 
dated December 24, 1929 which reflects that Dr. CHARLES [VARNEY, Anti-Fascisi 
Leader, charged that the disbanding of the Fascist League of North Amerlda 
was Just a blind and that its activities would be carried on by the 
Italian Historical Society* This oharge was denied by some of the officials 
of both organisations. Count IGNAZIO TRADN di REVEL, head of the American 
Fascisti was also trustee of the Italian Historical Society* It was 
stated that Count ALFONSO,1'ACHETTIJGUIGLIA would assist di REVEL. The 
existence of die Italian Historical Society was first proclaimed on May 1, 
1927 by the Italian Ambassador at a dinner. 

HAROLD LORD VARNEY, Manager of the Italian Historical Society, 
conceded that the Society maintained paid lecturers to go about the 
country, that the Society favored the Mussolini Regime and that its lecturer 
were for Mussolini and defended Fascism* Psaphlets upholding Mussolini 
and Fascism were circulated by the Society. One of these pamphlets was 
"The outlook for Democracy in Italy" by VARNEI. 

In the newspaper clipping, it was also indicated that VARNEY 
admitted that the Society w>uld not book any lecturer who was opposed 
to Mussolini or Fascism "because Faeoismo and Mussolini are synonymous 
with Italy." VARNEY stated that former Representative MILFORD W. HOWARD 
of Alabama was one of the Society's paid lecturers on Mussolini and 
Fascismo* VARNEI also stated that the Italian Historical Society had 
branches in Brooklyn and Buffalo and had affiliated groups in Rochester, 
Boston, Newark and other cities, but that outside of Brooklyn and Buffalo, 
the associations were too few to permit than to organise chapters. 

The clipping further relates that VARNEY stated that the Society 
doesn't receive and has not received any money from Mussolini or the 
Italian Government* VARNEY indicated that there were several officers 
of the Society who were not favorably disposed to Fascism but declined to 
name them* VARNEY also stated that the total membership of the Italian 
Historical Society consisted of about six hundred persons of whom nearly 
one-third were Americans. 

Die clipping further related that the headquarters of the 
Italian Historical Society was located at 113 -Vest 42nd Street, New York 
and contained less then twenty books* The Italian Historical Society 
had only one employee, "a stenographer* besides VARNEY. The sole income 
of the Society was its dues and it had had a hard pull financially, 
was indicated that its manual deficits, which averaged $2000., were/>j 
met by some of its wealthy trustees. 
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The "New York Times" newspaper morgue contains a dipping 
dated Aprill, 1934, which reflects that HAROLD LORD VARNEY was Editor of 
the "Awakener", a recently established periodical opposed to the policies 
of President ROOSEVELT. VARNEY declared that the first step in prepara¬ 
tion for the next Presidential campaign must be done by paging the senators 
and representatives of the Republican Party who voted for ROOSEVELT and 
who have continued to support his measures. 

A clipping in the "New York Times" morgue dated December 4, 

1928, reflects that HAROLD LORD VARNEY left the I, W. W. in 1920 and 
later assisted President HARDING as an adviser on labor-matters* It was 
indicated that VARNEY was opposed to the Yorkers Communist Party as a 
club alien in Its ideas. 

A "New York Timas" clipping dated December 11, 1934, reflects 
that HAROLD LORD VARNEY, for several years Director of the Italian Historiea 
Society of New York, spoke before the Brooklyn Women's Club on the under¬ 
lying causes of Mussolini's success in Italy. VARNEY stated: "I want to 
speak of Mussolini as the personification of this twilight period into 
which the world is entering. Implicit self-faith is one character of 
his. There are very few mn who possess the desire or courage to stand 
alone in a political or social situation. He early displayed the power 
for, created and cemented Italian Fascism." 

At the New York Public Library, 42nd Street and Fifth Avenue, 

New York City, pamphlets of the Italian Historical Society were examined. 

The Italian Historical Society indicated in its pamphlets that, it was 
engaged in assembly!ng in occasional puolieations, the documents relating 
to 8octal reforms, economic developments and achievement* which are of 
Interest to students and to the public at large and which threw light on 
the life of contemporary Italy or on the problems of Italians in America. 
Each publication is devoted to one particular subject. 

Pamphlet No. 6 (June 1929) of the Italian Historical Society 
conUins an article written by HAROLD LORD VARNET entitled: "The Outlook 
For Democracy in Italy." That article alleges that in a way. Democracy 
has never been tried. VARNEY states in the article: "Certainly one 
cannot compare the corrupt aid unrepresentative farce of petty boas dictato. 
ship end mass manipulation which everywhere passes for popular government 
today with the power and soaring concept of. Government of, for and by the 
people of LINCOLN, JEFFERSON AND PAINE, without realizing how tragically 
Democracy falls short of fulfillment • ■■ . .. ■" _ /• 

Italy under MUSSOLINI has dramatised the problem in its most 
spectacular form. Liberal spokesmen throughout the world envisaging 
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" Fascism as an anti-Democratio conspiracy have proclaimed hysterical c rusades 
to discredit it. Similarly, over-ardent Fascists have in many instances 
taken up the gagea nd defended their program by asserting its antithesis to 
Democracy* A general impression grips the public mind that Fascism has 
come as the great alternative which is destined to give the pattern to a 
new anti-Democratic order of the future* « 

" It is unfortunate that Fascism has been posed before the world in 

this light* The flaw in the concept is the failure to realise that in 
essence. Fascism is not anti-Democratio at all " 

" It may even be conceived as the culmination of Democracy* Ad¬ 

mittedly, it has abolished former Democratic institutions and set up a 
dictatonhip during the period of transition. But the accomplishment of 
its final program will mean, not the doom, but the rebirth of Democracy in 
Italy* Its philosophy is conceived, not in the belief that Democracy has 
been a failure but in the realization that it has never been adequately 
tried*—— 

" -The so-ceiled Democracy which Mussolini overthrew in Italy 

was in no sense the counterpart of the Democratic system as we know it in 

America* It was parliamentary Democracy,--—Government had degenerated to 

a sordid succession of ministries which kept themselves in power by policies 
of inaction and compromise which would insure the continued support of toe 
blocs composing their temporary majorities.—— 

M The only remedy for such amalady was a major operation which 

would reconstruct the very form of Italian Government* Fascism was evolved 
out of this realization, 

n The two fundamental premises of Fascism are that Democratic governs 

ments cannever be achieved except through a parliament in which division 
upon the basis of political parties in the old sense will be abolished, and 
to which the members will be chosen, not as representatives of geographical 
or regional districts, but as representatives of the actual occupational 
interests of the nation's economic life* —— 

" The aesosption that an archaic form of political representation, 

based upon the anatomy of society as it existed in 1789, could select a 
government oapable of coping efficiently with the tectaLcal problems of a 
high-geared industrial age is untenable, - - 

n The remedy for such a travesty onpopular government, as Mussolini 

saw it in 1922 was to bring Democracy up to date.— — ' Fascism scrapped 
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"entirely the old system of regional, geographical representation and 
replaced it by a system of vocational representation* As the foundation 
of this system of representation Fascism created the corporative organise*- 
tion. Every economic group in the Italian nation which participates in the 
productive process has been organised by the State to a confederation.— 

It is as if in the United States there was one colossal economic super¬ 
organization under government supervision, into which were integrated all 
the trade and employer^fcesociations, the Chamber of Commerce, the labor 
unions, the farm organizations and the professional associations now 
existing autonomously* By such organisation the whole economic life of 
the nation would be unified into a single organism* -- 

" The real Democracy of the election which c hose the new corpora¬ 

tive parliament (in Italy) is demonstrated beyond question by the extraordinary 
popular participation.— 

M When the fact is considered that even in the United States where 

Democracy is rootedin generations of habit, the Presidential election of 
1924 brought out only fifty percent of the eligible vote, the conclusion is 
permissible that the Italian Corporative System has a real potency for 
inspiring and renewing that popular interest in public affairs which is 
the essence of Democracy.—* The fact that there is apparently only 
one political party, the Fascist Party, is the final proof of the more 
perfect Democracy of corporative representation.——. The Fascist Party 
has long ceased to be a political party and has become the national or¬ 
ganisation of the whole Italian population* 

" The fruitless and inane parliamentary wrangling of political 

blocs and parties, seeking to promote, not the national welfare, but merely 
the ambitions of individual politicians, had disappeared with the parties. 

In place of this we see a parliament of technically trained men coming 
fresh from actual economic life, presenting calmly in this national forum 
the c oinstructive viewpoints of their respective corporations and defending 
their interests.—-an utterly different mental attitude from that of 
the partisan parliament. 

n That a corporative parliament really does is to close -the gap 

now existing in all countries between the economic and political admission 
of the nation. Logically no such gap should exist.—-- 

” To bring government up to date and to fit it to meet the needs 

of a complex economic society, the government must have a direct mandate 
from the nation*s industries and must give them voice and representation 
in its councils*

present Situation in the United States, Here we have the principle of 
geographical representation still entrenched in our Congress , But so acutely 
realised is the need of economic representation in Washington that we have 
seen in recent years the steady growth of an extra-legal legislative force 
in our capital which today practically dominates the decisions of the actual 
Congress, Ws refer to the national legislative representatives of the trade 
associations, of the labor unions, and of the commercial agencies of the 
country, ■ ■« —/They have been referred to as the * third house of Congress,' 

Obviously, there is no Democracy in a system whereby such purely private 
personalities have more power over congressional decisions, in some cases, 
than all the constituents of our Congressmen,'—----- 

" What has grown up, unsanctioned and unregulated in the practice 

of our own politics, Italy through her Corporative Parliament has simply 
legalized and brought under control in such a system there can be no question 
of industry dominating government or government hobbling industry, because 
the administration of both is in identical hands. The government is selected 
by industry but industry in turn has been incorporated and brought under 
unified government control. Thus the synthesis between the nationfe govern¬ 
mental and economic life is made complete, — - ■« 

w It is due to exaltation of the executive branch in its government 

that the United States has been able to make so transient a s uccess of Democracy* 


M It is this unique and vitalizing feature of our American Democracy 

Yhich has been most closely paralleled by the Fascist Government,———Almost 
the first act of Mussolini upon becoming Prime Minister of Italy in 1922 was 
to revise the Italian Constitution and free the office of Prime Minister from 
its subordination to parliament, —— 

" Today the American people, buoyant in their economic abundance, 

can afford the luxury of individualistic economic life and traditional govern¬ 
ment, A luxury which poorer and less favored nations, such as Italy, must abandon 
Perhaps in some future time there may be occasion, even in America, for the 
adoption of sane kind of corporative Democracy, ■ ■ ■ ■ ■ D iverse though they bs 
in form, there is certainly far closer relationship between the spirit of New 
Fascist Italy and the spirit of America# Out of the mist and tumult of mis¬ 
understanding and slander which has obscured the truth, one fact about Fascist 
Italy stands out with increasing clearness and that isthat Democracy has not 
been burled in Italy with the Liberal Parliament, It has been transformed - 
revitalized - reborn. In the words of Mussolini himself: 'Our state is 
composed of a kind of concentrated, organized, authoritative Democracy'—— B 
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A review of the files of the New Tork Field Division discloses 
that in August of 1941, information was received to the effect that the 
Italian Historical Society hadmaintained offices at Rockefeller Center* 

New York. G.M. MORTATI, 29 East Mosholu Parkway, New York, was listed as 
President and H. H. MARRARO as Secretary. The Italian Historical Society 
continued to operate under the name of Undone Italians d*America and moved 
to 595 Madison Avenue, New York. 

At the New York Public Library, 42nd Street and Fifth Avenue, 
New York City, copies of the newspaper, "Awakenor” were examined. The 
"Awakener" carried on its first page, the statements: "A National Organ of 
Censored Opinion"} "For the Americanism of the •right*j" "Against the 
Socialism of the »left«." It was edited by HAROLD LORD VARNEY. The As*. 

* eociate Editor was indicated as being LAWRENCE DENNIS who was later replaced 
by DgMARJjgT LLOYD. The Executive Editor of the "Awakener" was indicated as 
being JOSEPH P. KAMP. The "Awakener" was published twice a month at 110 
West 42nd Street, New York and existed from December 1933 to May 1936. 

An examination of the "Awakener" disclosed that this news¬ 
paper appeared to be anti-Roosevelt, anti-New Deal and pro-Republican* It 
was concerned mainly with the approaching presidential election of 1936. 

At the New York Public Library, it was noted that in the 
May 1937 issue of the "American Mercury" magasine, there appeared an article 
by HAfDLD LORD VARNEY entitled: "The Red Road to War." This article ap¬ 
peared to be an anti—Russian and anti-Communist article, the burden of which 
was concerned with whether or not America would find herself fighting as 
an ally of Soviet Russia in the next world war. The article indicated that 
Russian propaganda made a profound impact upon the Hitler-hating liberal 
citiaenry so that it sees Russia as the destined savior of western Democracy* 
VARNEI,in this article, stated as follows: "3hen our liberal Americans talk 
glibly of the possibility of American aid for Russia in afuture war against 
Germany and Japan, they blink a factor which may determine history. The 
factor is that Russia in such an anti-Fascist world war would inevitably 
become the master of the world-* - *." 

"If Germany, Italy and Japan, which are today desperately 
attempting to establish a Cordon Sanitaire about the Russian borders, are 
beaten down by the non-support of the Democratic nations, it will be the 
bitter fate of the United States to find itself in a world in which Russia is 
supreme. 


"Once again Genghis Kahn is on the march -from the steppes, the / 
maligned Fascist nations are today Europe's primary bul T $j|jk against his new 

advance.” 
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In the issue dated August 1937("American Mercury") HAROLD 
LORD VARNEY has an article entitled: "The Truth About American Fascism"# 

This appears to be an anti-Roosevelt article which takes the view that 
if Fascism should ever come to America, it would arrive in the guise of 
Fascism# The outlines of the American corporative state are slowly but 
unmistakably emerging from the integuments of the new deal* Anti-Fascists 
pursue phantom American blackshirts while they unhesitatingly support a 
Supreme Court coup which would remove our last dependable bulwark against 
a future American Fascist Regime* VARNEY pointed out that there is a 
Fascist threat in America even though it is invisible to eyes that are 
searching for storm troupers. It is the menace of the gripping totalitarian 
which, under the pretext of implementing Democracy, is slowly corroding 
the whole American Democratic age. VARNEY further stated that the opponents 
of this totalitarian are in many instances the persons who have been called 
potential American fuehrers. He states that the totalitarian which is now 
engulfing our institutions have been all of the Presidents conjuring and 
that the Presidents deeds have pointed inexorably toward a future Fascist 
America. VARNEY further indicated that concedlngly Rooeevelt performed a 
spectacular service to American Democracy by sidetracking the forces which 
might have led to avert Fascism in 1932. VARNEY stated: "but the Presidents 
records have been letters inspiring we turn our attention to Fascism r/ithin, 
for while Roosevelt has adroitly checked Fascism in its blackshirt manifesta¬ 
tion, it is painfully apparent that he has done so at the cost of the intro¬ 
duction of an equally withering Fascism in the heart of our Government system. 
———The remedy of totalitarism pervades his New Deal Program. " 

The issue dated August 1938Cfimerican Mercury") contains an 
article by VARNEY entitled: "The Left Kidnaps American Youth". This article 
is concerned with the World Tooth Congress which met August 1938 at Pough¬ 
keepsie, New York.

Th is lias taken the form of the 
Thurmond A mold-argued Peters 
case, in which the courts arc being 
asked to rule that the Loyalty Re¬ 
view Hoard cannot dismiss govern¬ 
ment employees on “reasonable 
doubt." It has taken the form of the 
crusade DyTdfmer anti-Commiimst 
I larrv P. Cain to remove the Com¬ 
munist stigma from a witness who 
pleads the Fifth Amendment, It is 
seen in the Jose ph L. Rauh, Jr.-NTc- 
6e«[£ e bunjy-'hrncst Angcll assau lt 
upon the protecte d anonymity of 
j ustice Department informers . It is 
instanced in the cry-baby~Tulw ard 
Corsi attack u|ioii hone st State De¬ 
partment enforcement o TTTie Mc- 
Carran-\Valter Ac t. ft'appcars in the 
att empted marty rization of Dr. J. 
Robert Oppenneimcr by a claque 
headed by the Alsop'brothers and 
Edward R. Mu rrow in_an effort to 
break down the security safeguards 
of tlie AEC- I t is instanced in the 
campaign, touched off by the Matu- 
sow case, to discredit such brave 
ex-Communists as 


Elizabeth Bentley, Paul Crouch, 
Manning Johnson, etc., and to in¬ 
validate their testimony. It is seen n 
in the drive t o discredit the P Bl.Tl 
sparkeiT by suclt critics as Alan ' 
Barth, Max Lowcnthal, Americans 
for Democratic Action and others. 

It is manifested in the continuous 
pressure upon the President to relax 
his Executive Order 10450 — a pres¬ 
sure to which Mr. Eisenhower 
yielded in part on March 5th. 

On an administrative level, it has 
taken the form of a terrorization of 
courageous public officials who have 
been conspicuous in their vigilance 
against suspected infiltrators. The 
hue and cry is now being directed, 
not against the Communists and the 
fellow travelers, but against such 
men as Scott McLeod, who has done 
such an outstanding job in cleaning 
up the State Department; against 
John G. Cassity and Milan D, Smith 
of the Department of Agriculture 
who brought to light the buried 
facts in th e career of Wolf Lade- 
... j ins ky; against W illiam A. Gall agher 
J | of* die Department of lust icc. who 
I { prepared the case against V al R. 
Lorwin; or against the effec tive Don 
A. Suri nc o f Senator McCarthy’s 
staff . 

The objective of these reprisals 
is crystal clear. They arc designed 
to put fear into all Federal security 
officers of the ruin that may await 
them if they take their anti-Com- 
munist mission too seriously. 

All of this adds up to an extremely 
serious situation for the anti-Com- 
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munist movement. The emotional 
wave which made possible the ex¬ 
traordinary gains of the iy.^8—52 
period is running down. The whole 
laboriously constructed system of 
safeguards against the Communists 
which culminated in the McCarran 
Act and the Federal Security Sys¬ 
tem is in grave danger of weakening 
before the anti-Communist sappers. 

The lowering crisis has caught 
many ordinarily intelligent Ameri¬ 
cans by surprise. All too many anti- 
Communists arc mentally unpre¬ 
pared for a rigorous period of 
competition with thcanti-anti-Com- 
tnunists. They have let down their 
polemic guards. 

Since the Washington Russia- 
firsters collapsed in 1948 under the 
revelations of Elizabeth Bentley and 
Whittaker Chambers, anti-Commu- 
nism has won a spectacular series of 
smashing victories. The conviction 
of Hiss, the McCarthy Stale Depart¬ 
ment expose of 1950 and its vindica¬ 
tion in the rout of Tydings in 1952, 
the masterful McCarran Committee 
probe of the Institute of Pacific 
Relations in 1951-52, the indict¬ 
ment of Owen Latlimore, the Mc¬ 
Carthy and Jcnncr Committee in¬ 
quiries of 1953 before the White 
I louse lowered the boom, the in¬ 
dictment and conviction of the first- 
and second-string Communists, and 
finally the passage of the m onu¬ 
mental McCarran Act illegalizi ng 
the Communist Party, svere tre¬ 

mendous v ie tories. 

Any or all" of them would have 
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been unthinkable any time between 
1933 and 1948. It is understandable 
that anti-Communists should have 
felt that they were definitely in the 
driver’s seat. 

In this assumption, they failed to 
reckon with the determined tenacity 
of the Left. 

A warning sign which should have 
alerted the anti-Communists to the 
approaching danger was the sus¬ 
piciously sudden conversion of 
nearly all of the old Russia-lirsters to 
anti-Communism. After 1948, the 
wartime “Trust Stalin'' cult went 
over almost en masse to anti-Com¬ 
munism. They did not defect as 
penitents. They swarmed into the 
anti-Communist movement with the 
fixed determination to eliminate or 
discredit the old Right-of-ccntcr 
anti-Communists. The apparent 
play was to take over the anti- 
Communist movement and to emas¬ 
culate it. 

T iikp.e ambitious organizations oc¬ 
cur to the mind as the spearheads 
of this anli-anti-G>mmunist strat¬ 
egy. They are the American C>m- 
mittce for Cultural Freedom, the 
Committee for an Effective Con¬ 
gress and the Americans for Demo¬ 
cratic Action. Each has played a 
different but extremely effective 
role. 

From the standpoint of anti-Com¬ 
munist morale, the American Com- 
miliee for Cultural Freedom has 
probably been the most lethal. 'Fak¬ 
ing a lofty “civil liberties” pose, the 
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Giiitmittcc has, with some.' success, 
attempted lo convey to the lay pub¬ 
lic that all other fighters against 
Communism in America, except 
themselves, are little better than 
nasty "Fascists," 

I leaded by the cx-Trotskyite, Dr. 
Sidney I look, subsidized by the 
Rockefeller Foundation and mis¬ 
cellaneous angels, the committee lias 
become a sort of collect-all for that 
curious species of anti-Communist 
who believes in lighting Communists 
— yes — but not in fighting them 
too hard. It is typical of the Com ¬ 
mittee that, when |oe McCarthy 
was being wrack ed on the wheel by 
the whole wolf pack of the Left, in¬ 
stead of defending him , it s ponsored 
a hook repeating _all_the anti-Mc¬ 
Carthy venom. Hut when Dr. J. 
Rober t Qppe njletmer was denieel 
clearance by the AFC, the Commit¬ 
tee honored him by electing him as 
a comm itteeman. 

Of course, such organizations are 
merely the triggers. Standing behind 
them and giving them powerful 
political momentum are all the mis¬ 
cellany of pressure groups—lalxir, 
church, teacher, internationalist, 
business, anti-immigration restric¬ 
tion. civil liberties. New Deal — 
which 'Constituted tile bid Roosevclt- 
Truntan coalition, and which are 
now all professedly “anti-Commu- 
nisl," All these movements, with 
their millions of adherents, are fa¬ 
natically dedicated to the purpose 
ol driving genuine anti-Communisis 
out of the Washington picture. 


Hut the anti-anti-Communi.su 
would still be an ineffective force 
were it not for the 1952 windfall 
which they received in the delivery 
of the Republican Party into the 
hands of the Eastern “moderates." 
Anti-Communists, so long frowned 
upon by the White 1 louse under the 
long reigns of Roosevelt and Tru¬ 
man, naturally assumed that the 
. advent of a Republican administra¬ 
tion would mean the final cleaning 
out of the remaining Leftis t disease 
sjKtts in the Fed eral governm ent. It 
would" mean "a lull-dress 1 expose of 
the responsibility for Commu nist- 
pampering in Washington by Re- 
"publican-controlled Congressional" 
co mmittee s. It has not worked out 
that way, 

P ui.sim-NT t-ist-Miowi-.R, himself a 
sincere anti-Gimmunist, won the 
Republican nomination in such a 
manncrjts to make _hitn the prisoner 
of the go-casy on-Communists fac¬ 
tion of tlie Party. I le l ias mista kenly 
deepened the breach between him- 
seiraTuTsuch grass-roots Republicans 
as General MacArthur, Senators 
Fridges, Knowland, McCarthy, Jcn- 
ner, Rrickcr, Dirksen, Welker, etc. 

1 le has chosen to take his counsel 1 
on strategy from such atypical fig- I 
ures as Paul G. Hoffman, John J. 
McCloy, Milton S. Eisenhower, 
Sherman Adams, Bernard Shatiley 
and Maxwell Rabb. Wrongly briefed 
on Gmtmunist issues, temperamen¬ 
tally disinclined to all-out decisions, 
uneasily sensitive to mischievous 
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British carpings at American poli¬ 
cies, the President has been a cruel 
disappointment to Americans who 
had expected a dynamic, anti-Com- 
nuinist administration. 

An early harbinger of what was 
10 come was the March 1953 water¬ 
ing-down of the Yalta-Potsdam reso¬ 
lution to eliminate any pledge of the 
United States to repudiate the com¬ 
mitments. By this White Housc- 
ituluced action, the world was placed 
I on notice that the new Administra¬ 
tion did not intend to break with 
the Russia-appeasing policies of the 
Rooscvclt-Truman administrations. 
The Republicans accepted the leg¬ 
acy of Yalta. 

The Korean War armistice, which 
was in effect a formal recognition by 
the Republican administration that 
we had abandoned any intention of 
aiding the restoration of Chiang 
Kai-shek's rule in China, was the 
next major blow to the anti-Com- 
munists. It was a virtual announce¬ 
ment that the Republican "libera¬ 
tion" promise had been dishonored. 

These foreign policy blunders 
were followed by equally stupid de¬ 
cisions in the domestic field. The 
furious White House war against the 
Bricker Amendment showed that 
the administration was out of step 
with the anli-Communists. When 11 
Republican Senators, who had spon¬ 
sored the original Bricker Amend¬ 
ment in the 82nd Congress, weak¬ 
ened under Eisenhower pressure and 
voted against the Amendment in the 
83rd, it was plain that the effort was 


underway to remake the Republican 
Party into an organization in which 
thorough-going anti-Communists 
would not feel at home. 

I ncidents followed in quick suc¬ 
cession to confirm this impression. 
The smear campaigns against Sena¬ 
tor McCarthy in 1954. touched olf 
by the notorious January 21 caucus 
of White House advisers, were cor¬ 
rectly interpreted as a counter¬ 
assault against all active anti-Com- 
munists, as well as against McCarthy, 
the symbol. 

When the first lynching party 
failed, thanks to the fairmindedness 
of Senators Dirksen and Mundt, the 
same White 1 louse group, assisted by 
the Committee lor an Effective 
Congress, renewed the attempt in 
the form of the “censure" special 
session, using for their front the con¬ 
temptible Ralph IU Flanders. 

Equally disquieting was the dis¬ 
couragement of Congressional in¬ 
vestigations and the continuance of 
the old Truman road-block against 
the testimony of executive depart¬ 
ment witnesses before such Con¬ 
gressional l todies. 

An u nmistakable sign that the ne w 
ad ministra tion was 011 im- 

|xirt;int anti -Communist issues was 
the sabotage of the Reece^Commit¬ 
tee to investigate the foundations. 
The revelations in the McCarran 
Committee prob e of tlie Ijisnt.ute 
of P acific R elations of the incredi¬ 
ble role played by the founda¬ 
tions had highlighted the fact that 
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I n sucn an increasingly unsympa¬ 
thetic Eisenhower Administra¬ 
tion, anti Communists find them¬ 
selves today sinking into a defensive 
role. The old days of confident, 
dramatic action are behind them. 
The spark is going out of their at¬ 
tack. When a Murray Kempton, 
writing in the New York Post, can 
sneer that a New York dinner of 
anti-Communists is a “last night," 
the duty of self-examination is clear. 

This is not to say that anti-Com- 
munism has lost the future. What 
should be said is that anti-Commu¬ 
nists, if they do not quickly regain 
their badly dented morale, may be 
in a fair way to lose the present. The 
task facing anti-Communists in 1955 
is not insuperable, but it is painfully 
harder. 

The counter-attack is in confident 
progress. Anti-Communists, if they 
are to hold the offensive, must meet 
it by quickened ellorts and by 
shrewder strategy. The greatest foe 
is the over-confidence which leads to 
tactical stagnation. 


some of the most liighly respected 
Inundations were actively behind 
the aiiti-anti-Communists. An un¬ 
sparing investigation of the political 
activities of the foundations would 
seem to have been in order. 

When Representative B. Carroll 
Reece secured the passage of his 
resolution, he quickly discovered 
that he was facing a deep freeze, as 
far as top Republican cooperation 
was concerned. Republican Mouse 
leaders, reflecting White Mouse at¬ 
titudes, were markedly unsympa¬ 
thetic to Recce’s efforts. For eight 
months, the work of the Reece Com¬ 
mittee was seriously handicap(xxl by 
the non-action of Chairman Karl 
Lecomptc of the Accounts Commit¬ 
tee on necessary funds for the Com¬ 
mittee’s research. It was evident, 
throughout, that Representative 
Reece was on his own. That the 
Committee was able, despite the 
sabotage, to produce such a power¬ 
ful report, was a tribute to Mr. 
Reece and his able stall, rather than 
to the Administration.

The Post, Vftrney was careful 
not to knock Kamp or his current 
activities, though he said he 
couldn’t always see eye to eye 
with Dennis.

Idea,” he said, “I don’t agree 
with Max Lerner either, but I 
read him in The Post to stimu¬ 
late my own thinking.”

"I respected him Intellectually,” 
Varney said. “Dennis took a phi- 
losopldcal attitude that Fascism 
was ihevltable In America.

But he denied that he told the 
rally that “the Fascist nations 
are rendering western Europe an 
immense service.” 

Reminded that the quote ap¬ 
peared in newspaper stories 
about the rally, Varney said: 

“I hate -to say that a man 
quoted me Incorrectly but that 
is not what I said.. I was never 
pro-Nazi and never pro-Fascist. 
At one time I did believe it was 
better to have a Mussolini than 
a Communist regime. That’s as 
far as I went. 

“As far as Hitler was con¬ 
cerned, I never approved of his 
racist policy. I’ve always been 
against a totalitarian state.” 

He was asked whether he 
hadn’t viewed II Duce’s Italy as 
totalitarian. 

“I took Mussolini’s word,” he 
replied after a pause, "that he 
was achieving a form of govern¬ 
ment that would lead to a regen 
eration of Italy economically and 
spiritually. When he allied him 
self with Hitler I lost confidence 
in Mussolini's judgment." . 

Varney said he made his liking 
now as a public relations man I 
and ghost writer. \ 

He didn’t name any of the peo¬ 
ple he was “ghosting” at the 
present ‘time.
